chemical Complex — Altona Petrochemical 
Co. Ltd., Australian Synthetic Rubber Co., 
and Hoechst Australia Ltd. — have express- 
ed concern at a proposal to subdivide 192 
acres of land adjoining the complex. 


In letters to Altona Council last week the | 
companies said the risks were too great to} | 


allow the area to be us: 
lopment. 


“Our understanding is 
that the land is at present 
zoned ‘light industrial,’ but 
that the owner thereof seeks 
the re-zoning so as to en- 
able the construction on that 
land of houses and flats,” 
Hoechst wrote. 


“We must urge most 
strongly that such applica- 
tion be not granted. The 
complex comprises a num- 
ber of substantial plants 
using petro-chemical raw 
materials for the purpose of 
producing a large range and 
volume of chemical ' pro- 
ducts. By their nature, the 
production of such progucts 
and the use of such* raw 
materials involves real risks 
to the surrounding area, and 
one of the important. fac- 
tors hitherto has been the 
fact that there is a buffer 
zone between the complex 


and the nearest residential | 


area, 


“The' inter-relationship be- 
tween the various members 
of the complex is such’ that 
those members have spent 
large sums of money and 
consistently have their em- 
ployees spend substantial 
periods of time in prepar- 
ing measures to minimise 
what damage might other- 
wise occur in the event of 


a catastrophe arising in one! 


or more of the plants, It 
is unthinkable that the 
Plants and the companies 
which control them should 
be hindered in their ability 
to limit the damage which 
might follow from any ex- 
plosion or other unforeseen 


occurence by the close 
proximity of residential 
accommodation and’ the con- 
sequential congregation of 


people, particularly children, 
in the area. 


“Apart altogether from the 
risk of damage to those 
residing in any such resi- 
dential area and the diffi- 
culties caused in minimising 
the overall damage by such 
hindrance, it: is believed 
that sound planning prin 
ciples require that manufac- 
turing activities of the 
nature conducted at Altona 
should be- conducted so as 
not fo iriterfere with the 
amenity of residents. The 
costs and difficulties of this 
are sufficiently ‘high when 
there is a substantial buf- 
fer zone between the manu- 
facturing activity and the 
residential area, but the 
costs to maintain such an 
amenity, if the buffer zone 
were removed, would be- 
come so high as to make 
the operation of the various

“To me, groups like 
Creedence and Blood, Sweat 
and Tears are a bore and 
that is why the film of them 
was not used. 

"It took us nine months 
to edit 120 hours of film 
and music down to a three 


And bigger names than 
Creedence missed out. 

The Band are great 
musicians but for some rea- 
son they were nervous and 
they are not a stage act. 

Janis Joplin was drunk 
out of her mind when she 
appeared and that would not 
have looked too good on 
screen. 

“Instead | chose acts like 
Jimi Hendrix, who really 
knocks me out”, said Mr, 
Wadleigh. 

“That guy is incredible. 

“And you will see him for 
the last 16 minutes of the 
film playing: ‘Star Spangled 
Banner’, our national anthem 
to a background of atomic 
bombs and screaming babies.
